Jacob C. Van Blarcom, president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, the largest 
financial institution west of the Missis- 
sippi River, died of Bright's disease at 
9:40 p. m., Monday, at The Shelter, his 
country home in the Adirondacks, near 
Old Forge, N. Y., on Little Moose Lake. 

With him were his wife and his son, 
Frederick, who accompanied him when 
he departed from St. Louls a month 
ago. He had been ill for a year, and for 
several months he had only occasionally 
been at his post at the bank. 

In financial circles it was well known 
that Mr. Van Blarcom’s health was fail- 
ing and the duties which ordinarily 
‘would have devolved on him were per- 
formed by B. F. Edwards, first vice- 
president of the bank. 

S. M. Dodd Announced Death. 

While directors and officers of the 
bank are unwilling to maké a staté- 
ment as to the successorship at this 
time it is generally believed in finan- 
cla) circles that Mr. Edwards will take 
the place made vacant by Mr, Van 
Blarcom’s death and that few changes 
in the personnel of the bank’s working 
force will be made. . 

The National Bank of Commerce has 


$18,000,000, and its deposits are $60,000,000. 

Tlie news of Mr. Van Biarcom’s death 
camé to St. Louls Tuesday in a tele- 
gram; from 8.

The names of men who have been

In the Twelfth Precinct of the Third 
Ward, the votes were cast in alphabet- 
ical order, according to the returns of 
the election judges and clerks. 

Voters Are Summoned. 

Circuit Attorney Sager called this pro- 
ceeding ‘‘impossible,’’ and sent his men 
out to investigate. Forty per cent of 
the voters in that precinct made the 
stereotyped reply: ‘Yes, I  voted.”’ 
They have been summoned to appear 
before the grand jury Tuesday, where 
they will be placed under oath and 
asked again whether or not they cast 
their votes. 

In the third precinct of the Sixth 
Ward, where Cowherd received 165 votes 
for Governor and the other candidates 
received none, and in the thirteenth pre- 
cinct of the same ward, where Cowherd 
received 108 and the. others received 
nothing, about 50 per cent of the men 
whose names were reported as having 
been voted told Sager’s canvassers that 
the report was correct. Many of the 
others have moved away and could not 
be found. 

One resident of the Third Ward, twelfth 
precinct, misread his grand jury sub- 
pena and reported at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, instead of at 2p. m. He was 
taken into Circuit Attorney Sager’s of- 
fice and questioned.

A wal 
came from the bundle she had laid at 
his feet. It was the wail of an infant. 

The man dropped his arms and looked 
at the bundle on the floor with eyes 
from which the light of ecstafy had 
fled.

OS MENKILLED 


IN COLLAPSE OF 
BOSTON BUILDING 


Brick Walls of Structure Being 
Remodeled Fall, Burying 
Workers.

BOSTON, Aug. 2%.—Probably 2% men 
are killed and a number injured in the 
collapse of a brick building in Chelsea 
Square at 10:55 a. m. today. Ten men 
dead and seven badly hurt have already 
been taken out. 

The men were at work on the inside 
of the building, 35 in all, rebuilding the 
structure, when the walls collapsed, 
Members of the police and fire depart- 
ments and citizens are still working to 
dig out the remaining bodies, in hope 
zome may be living. 

Fifteen men are still buried 
ruins, probably dead. 

Immediately following the crash a 
general police and fire alarm wag 
sounded. - 

Ambulances from the marine and na- 
val hospital responded and the work of 
rescue commenced. 

In a short time three dead and seven 
badly injured had been taken out. It 
is impossible to identify the bodies thus 
far, All are crushed. 


Police Reserves Are Out. 

The police reserves have been called 
out, 

The building was rebuilt by Maurice 
Gordon, It adjoins the Park Hotel in 
the business district. It is a four-story 
brick structure and formerly was occu- 
pled by William T. Burns, a furniture 
dealer. 

Twelve of the men at work in the 
building are known to have escaped. 
These men made their way out of the 
ruins by a rear door.

Every available ambulance and evens 
moving vans are being used to remove 
the dead. ) 

Five ambulances from the marine and 
naval hospitals, one from Boston, three 
from Chelsea and three moving vans are 
carrying the dead and injured from the 
ruins to the Marine Hospital.

GOVERNMENT TAKES UP 
CASES OF ELECTION FRAUD 


A communication received Tuesday 
by the Board of Election Commission- 
ers from Assistant United States At- 
torney Milton M. Dearing, indicates 
that a rigid investigation of natural- 
ization frauds in connection with the 
recent primary elections is to be con- 
ducted by the United States author- 
ities. 

Accompanying the letter was a” 
memoranda of four different kinds of 
fraudulent naturalization papers sup- 
posed to be extant in St. Louls and 
upon the strength of which illegal 
voting was done. The Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners is asked to com- 
municate to the Assistant United 
States Attorney's office all informa- 
tion they can gather from the erection 


records in regard to papers of that 
character. 

The memoranda shows that many 
fraudulent naturalization papers were 
issued in 1888 by the St. uis Court 
of Criminal Correction and in the 
years 1900 and 1902 hy the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. The Election Com- 
missioners \are requested to investt- 
gate with pspecial care the records 
of votes cas® on papers issued in those 
years, f 


apectfully request the Hon. James R. 
Garfield, Secretary of the Interior, to 
make a suitable investigation of the 
facts set forth above, with a view to 
ascertaining whether there has been ne- 
glect of duty on the part of any guar- 
dians of the park, whether the aggrieved 
citizens have any suitable means of re- 
dress and compensation from the Gov- 
ernment, and what steps are necessary 
to insure greater safety and defense in 
the future in Yellowstone National Park.

Spread of Christianity De- 
Clared Essential to Nation’s : 
Well-Being. 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., Aug. 2%.—‘'A lit- 
tle Sermon in a phonograph,” .is what 
one of the phonographic records r¢- 
cently mgde by Judge Taft is called. 
The generally expressed curiosity § te 
know what the Republéan candidate 
said into the talking- machine was 
gratified today by this reproduction: 

“I have known a good many people 
‘who were opposed .te foreign missiens. 
I have knewn a good many regular at- 
tendahts at church—consjstent mem- 
berse—that religiously, if you choose to 
use that term, refused to contribute to 
foreign missions. I confess that there 
was a time when I was enjoying a 
smug provincialism that I hope has 
left me now when I rather sympathized 
wlih that view. 

“Until I went te the Orient, until 
tifere was thrust upon me the responsi- 
bilities With reference to the extension 
of civilization in those far distant lands, 
I did mot realize the immense import- 
ance of foreign missions.’’ 

Not All There Is in World. 

“The truth is, we have got to wake up 
in this country. We are not all there 
is in the world. There are lots besides 
us, and there are lots of people besides 
us that are entitled to our effort, to 
our money and to our sacrifice to help 
them. on in the world. 

“No man can study the movement of 
modern civilization from an impartial 
standpoint and not realize that Chris- 
tianity and the spread of Christianity 
are the only basis for hope of modern 
civilization in the growth of popular 
self-government. The spirit of Chris- 
_tianity is pure democracy. It is the 
equality of man before God—the equal- 
ity of man before the law, which is, 
as I understand it, the most God-like 
manifestation that man has been able 
to make. : 

. Are Politically Important. 

“T speak not of foreign missions from 
a purely religious standpoint. That has 
been and will be done. I speak of them 
from the standpoint of political govern- 
mental advancement, the advancement 
of modern civilization, and I think I 
have ‘had some opportunity to know how 
dependent we are on the spread of 
Christianity for any hope we may have 
for uplifting the peoples whom Provi- 
dence has thrust upon us for our 
guidance. 

“It is said that there is nothing in the 
Constitution of the United States that 
authorizes national altruism of that sort. 
‘Well, of course, there is not; but there 
fe nothing in the Constitution of the 
United States that forbids it. 

“What there is in the Constitution of 
the United States is a breathing spirit 
that we are a nation with all the re- 
sponsibilities that any nation ever had, 
and therefore when it becomes the 
Christian duty of a nation to assist jan- 
other nation, the Constitution authtr- 
izes it because it is part of national 
Well-being.”

Son of Pioneers. 

Jacob Craig Van Blarcom was born 
in Bergen County, N. J., June 1, 1849. 
His ancestors came from Holland and 
settled in New Jersey in 1621, less than 
a year after the Pilgrims first set foot 
on Plymouth Rock. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Paterson, N. J., and at Rutgers 
College, New Brunswick, N. J. é 

In 1866 he came to St. Louis and en- 
tered the service of Peterson, Hanthorn 
& Co., wholesale saddlers, as bookkeep- 
er. 

The chdlera epidemic was raging in 
the South at that time and traveling 
salesmen employed by the company re- 
fused to enter the stricken territory. 


Braved Yellow Fever. 

Van Blarcom, then only 17 years old, 
volunteered to ‘‘go to the front’’ as a 
drummer. His rugged constitution en- 
abled him to escape the plague and 
his success as a traveling man won him 
rapid proomtion. 

In 1870, when the company decided to 
retire from business, he was invested 
with a power of attorney to liquidate 
its accounts. The quickness and ski! 
with which he did this attracted the at- 
tention of the St. Louis Building and 
Savings Association, predecessor of the 
Bank of Commerce. He was appointe 
chief accountant of the association anc 
eontinued in that position after the 
bank was organized. 

He was married to Miss Mary Fair- 
fax Gamble of Bloomington, IIl., Jan. 
12, 1871. 

In 1877 he became cashier of the bank 
and held that position until 1898, when 
he was elected vice-president. ; 

Sank President in 1935. 

He was unanimously elected president 
of the National Bank of Commerce in 
1905, following the death of President 
William H. Thompson. 

He was a member of the St. Louis 
Club, the Log Cabin Club, the Cuivre 
Hunting Club, the Noonday Club, the 
New York Club, the Adirondack Club, 
the Unign Club of New York and the 
Holland Society of New York. 

He was president of the Tennessee 
Central Railread Co., vice-president of 
the Burlington Elevator Co., director of 
the St. Louis Car Wheel Co., the Port- 
land Cement Co. and the Phoenix Na- 
tional Bank of New York.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2%5.—Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, in a speech here this 
afternoon, declared his purpose, if elect. 
ed President to destroy private monopo- 
ly and restore competition in business. He 
@efined the trust issue between the two 
‘great parties by declaring the Demo- 
eratic party stands for competition In 


\trade and that the Republican party 


has approached socialism in the econo- 
mic defense of monopoly. 

The address was deiivered in the Coll- 
beum at the Fair Grounds as a part of 
the ceremony of notifying John W. 
Kern of his nomination by the Demo- 
eratic party for the vice-presidency. 

Mr. Bryan in his speech emphasized 
the fact that the Democracy does not 
Oppose all corporations. He declared that 
it recognized the important public serv- 
foe of the corporation. To make him- 
gelf clear he gave the following defini- 
tion of a trust: 

“A trust can be beat defined as 
a corporation which controls s0 
large a proportion of the total 
quantity of any article used in 
this country as to be able to regu- 
late the pricé and terms of gale 
mand as the proportion controlled 
determines the power of the trust 
for ‘harm, it has seemed best to 
usé proportionate control ag the 
basis of this plan, and 25 per cent 
hag been fixed arbitrarily as the 
proportion at which the line 
should be drawn.” 

Bryan’s Remedies for Trusts. 


Mr. Bryan said the Democratic 
party offered specific remedies for the 
trust evil. These are: 


1. A law preventing the dupli- 
cation of directors among compet- 
ime corporations. 

2 A Meense system which will 
mot abridge the rights of the 
states to create corporations and 
te regulate foreign corporations 
within their respective boundaries 
but which will require a manu-~ 
facturiag or trading corporation 
fm interstate business to take a 
Federal license before it shall be 
permitted to control as much as 
25 per cent of the product in 
which it deals, the license to pro- 
tect the public against watcred 
stock and to prohibit the control 
by any such corporation of more 
than 50 per cent of the total 
amount of any product consumed 
im the United States, 

3. A law requiring all ii- 
censed corporations to sell te all 
perchasers in all parts of the 
eountry on the same terms, after 
making allowance for transporta- 
tion cost. 

4, Vigorous enforcemest of the 
criminal law against guilty trust 
maguates and officials. 

Mr. Bryan mentioned the fact that 
‘tariff reform, as he had said in a pre- 
vious speech, would be an effective 
remedy for the trust evil in addition to 
the other remdies described.

i Ot Republican party has 

gone almost as far as the 

Socialist party in the 
economic defense of the monopoly, 
but it permits the benefits of mo- 
nopoly to be enjoyed by a compar- 
atively few men, who have secured 
a dominant influence in the Gov- . 
ernment.” 

“The Republican leaders have 
been in the habit of sneering at 
the Socialists, while blindly indif- 
ferent to the causes that have con- 
tributed to the growth of Social- 
ism.” 








Democratic party favors’ its extermina- 
tion. It pledges itself to the vigorous 
enforcement of the criminal law against 
trust magnates and officials. 

“Tt is impossfble for the Republican 
enforce the present crimina! 
law against trust officials; these offi- 
clals are intimately connected with the 
Republican party in the present cam- 
paign. 

“Take for instance the chairman of 
the Republican speakers’ committee, Mr. 
Dupont of Delaware. He is a defendant 
in a suit which the Government brought 
and is now prosecuting. Mr. Dupont is 
charged with violation of the anti-trust 
law. 

‘“‘Mr. Taft favors control of trusts in- 
stead of extermination, but after years 
of experience the,people have learned 
that the trusts control thé Govern- 
ment.”’ 
In explanation of the Democratic plan 
for a license system for interstate cor- 
porations Mr. Bryan said the idea had 
peen suggested by Judson Harmon when 
he was attorney-general in President 
Cleveland's cabinet. 
Under the license system, said Mr. 
Bryan, corporations controlling less 
than 25 per cent of the output of the 
country ate left entirely free. 
“Probably not 1 per cent of the cor- 
porations engaged In interstate com- 
merce would be required to take out a 
license under this plan,’’ he said. ‘‘Pos- 
sible not oné-half of 1 per cent—and 
yet what a protection the remaining 
99 per cent would find in the law re- 
quiring a license in the case of the 
larger ones.”’ 

License for Protection. 


The license, he said, would not pre- 
vent the growth of corporations, but 
would give the public protection. It 
would give the Government supervisory 
power when corporations reached a 
dangerous size and would prevent the 
evils against which the present anti- 
trust law Is ineffective because it seeks 
to cure rather than prevent. 

Replying to Mr. Taft’s charge that

After declaring that the Republican 
platform's plan was merely a genera!

“And Mr. Taft's speech of accept- 
enca is even wéaker than the platform. 
He gives no evidence of having studied 
the question or of comprehending the 
iniquities of a monopoly. 

“You look in vain in his notification 
speech for any sign of indignation at 
what the trusts have been doing or for 
evidence of Seal in their prosecution. 
He has for several years been the inti- 
mate official companion of the Presi- 
dent but he hag Caught none of the fire 
which the President manifested in his 
message of last January.” 

Mr. Taft's suggestion that the anti- 
trust law bé amended to permit of rea- 
sonable restraint of trade, Mr. Bryan 
called as absurd “as an amendment of 
the law against burglary“ limiting the 
law to cases in which more than two 
burglars entered the house at one time 
and took more than half they found.”

I beg to call Mr. Taft's attention,”

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Vice-Presidential, Nominee, Accepting Honor, 
Scores Speaker as Best Example of Control 
of Republican Party by a Few.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2%.—In

At each mark was placed a 
judge who was in direct communication 
by means of a wire and push button 
with the principal starter in the middle 
of the track and it was arranged tliat 
as rs as each fudge found his horse 
on tHe mark and ready to start he 
should push the button. Then when the 
et starter found that all the sig- 
nals had been dropped, and arrange- 
ments called for his ring, the bell for 
the start.. There was considerable cn- 
riosity as to the outcome of the new 
starting method as it was thought that 
it might mark a new era in the sport.

Insisting 
upon her innocence, she does not in- 
tend to sacrifice her fair name to keep 
her husband from the death penalty. 

“After the hearing of the two ac- 


cused men next Friday, Mrs. Hains, 
through her counsel, Mr. Horton and 
myself, will have a complete statement 
to e, fully setting forth her side of 
this vicious case,’ said Mr. Wild this 
morning.

Dr. Alexander reached the house be- 
fore the arrival of the mother. In 
relating what took place after she re- 
turned, Mrs. Coyle said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday:

to the phone to call Dr. Witzpatrick. 
They told me he wasn’t at his office, 
but that they would send 4r. Herrick. 

‘Then as I walked away from the 
phone to where my little boy lay on 
the bed, someone told me there was 
a doctor already there. He said he 
wanted a waist to make bandages of, 
and I gave him a clean one with 
sleeves. 

“Then he said: ‘Have you got the 
money to pay my fee?’

“‘*You stay and do what you can, and 
I'll pay you,’ I told him. But he said 
again, ‘You get your own doctor,’ and 
went away. : 

“Dr. Fitzpatrick got to his office just 
after I called“ him, it seems, and he 
came over as soon as he could, but it’s 
more than 20 minutes’ ride. He did 
something right away when he got 
there, and made Tommy as much easier 
as he could.” 

Dr. Alexander said Tuesday that he 
left the Coyle home because he did not 
think Mrs. Coyle wished him to remain, 

Afraid of Being Blamed, 

“T saw that it was @ critical case,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and I was afraid if I did anything 
the family would blame me when the 
boy died, as it was apparent he would 
do. 

“TY asked Mrs. Coyle when she first 
came in whether she wished me to treat 
the boy, but she seemed to ignore me. 
Then I repeated my question and told 
her that if she did not wish me to stay 
and intend to pay my fee, she would 
better get her own physician. 

“A physician naturally hesitates to 
proceed in a critical case unless he has 
the confidence of the family. If Mrs. 


Coyle. had shown that she wished me 
to treat the boy, I would have raised no 
question about the fee. ,
